N a special article in yesterdays issue we 
| referred to the progress of commerce, 
business and industrial development in 
the City of Waterford. 
Behind the rush and hurry of business, 
commerce and industries in every city there 
is, however, a background upon which every 
organisation ultimately rests—a background 
(and sometimes a backwater) to wh ich tired 
workers and toilers go at the end of their 
day’s work for rest and recreation. 

Once upon a time such a background con- 
sisted too often in a small brick house, set in 
a city terrace or street in which every dwell- 
ing was as like to its neighbour as one bean 
is to another 

That time is past, and there come a 
general realisation among all educated com- 
mittees that city life does not perforce mean 
a day-in-day-out existence, which revolves in 
or around earshot of office or factory. Easier 
facilities in the way of transport and travel, 
coupled with wider ideas in home-building, 
more knowledge on matters of health. and 
the application of scientific discoveries to 
house-construction have all served to banish 
theories that were accepted as fetishes only 
a few years ago.

people in better and brighter homes. So far, 
however, the attempt has been confined to 
that of housing the “masses, and outside 
Dublin, Belfast, and perhaps Cork, there has 
been no widespread or concentrated effort to 
develop building requirements on the lines of 
garden suburbs. Nevertheless, here and there | 
several praiseworthy attempts are being made | 
by individual groups of businessmen and 
others to provide their fellow-businessmen | 
with houses that are at once in country gur- | 
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roundings and within easy reach of all city | 
advantages, 
WATERFORD’S LEAD 

Such a suburb is now being created in 
Waterford; and because yesterday we told 
something of the ancient history of tha city 
which sprang from a WDanish setilement 
established nearly two thousand years ago, 
it seems meet that to-day we should refer to 
the modern amenities which Waterford 
possesses in the way of housing. 

The Grange Park Estate is being built on 
a thirty-acre site onee known as Fennessy’s 
Nursery. It is within ten minutes’ walking 
distance of Waterford’s quaysides, business 
thoroughfares, and shopping centres. Set 
on a sloping hill, south of the city, and over- 
looking the wide spread of the river across 
the housetops and park, it is an ideal site in 
which to live and play. Cypvesses, weeping 
ash, and cedars dot the grounds and over- 
hang the .roadways; tennis courts adjoin 
the estate, and only three miles away the 
waters of the Atlantic, sweeping in to the 
Back Bay of Tramore, bring ocean breezes to 
one’s door. 

By ‘bus it takes about twenty minutes to 
get to the seashore at the cost of a few pence, 
so that many Waterford business men. bathe 
from the sunny sands each morning and 
evening.

As a sporting centre Waterford is well- 
known, There age racecourses in Waterford 
and Tramore.
